City signs master 
plan agreement 

The Romulus City Council 
accepted a proposal from a 
planning firm to help devise 
and upgrade the current city 
master plan. 

City Planner Cynthia I. 
Lyon requested that the coun- 
cil agree to language changes 
in a contract with LSL 
Planning Inc., the city plan- 
ning consultancy. 

The contract specifies that 
the services provided by LSL 
will not exceed $28,600. 

A master plan is an overall 
blueprint for the city to use to 
determine where develop- 
ment of different types, i.e., 
residential, commercial, 
retail, industrial and office, 
should be placed. The plan 
also gives city officials an idea 
of how development and 
other plans in the city should 
progress during several years. 


City pays downriver, 
Wayne County dues 

Romulus will pay $4,750 to 
remain part of the Downriver 
Community Conference. 

The conference, which is 
an alliance of communities 
located Downriver that works 
to secure a viable voice in 
local and statewide issues, 
collects dues from each mem- 
ber municipality on an annual 
basis to fund activities. 

City council members also 
voted to pay the Conference of 
Western Wayne County ,a 
similar organization, $5,112 
for membership. 

The dues will provide a 
membership for the city from 
October 2008 to September 
2009.

Inkster City Council members 
agreed to pay their share of a mas- 
ter plan payment to the City Of 
Romulus after and official from 
Romulus spoke at the Inkster City 
Council meeting Monday night. 

Tim Keyes, Romulus economic 
development director, explained 
the methodology used to formu- 
late each city’s share of a study 
completed to debunk some of the 
contentions the Wayne County 
Airport Authority made about its 
master plan, which would have 
displaced several residents and 
caused a significant amount of 
airport noise in the surrounding 
communities. 

“T explained to the council 
members how we came to the 
amount that each city paid, and 
they seemed to accept that,” he 


Payment of airport bill is OK'd 


Said. 

The vote to pay the bill after 
Keyes’ explanation was then 
added to the agenda, and the deci- 
sion to forward a check to 
Romulus officials was unanimous. 

Inkster City Council members 
tabled a measure to pay the city 
portion of a study that provided 
information in opposition to the 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
Master Plan at their regular meet- 
ing Sept. 22. 

The $11,830.77 payment is the 
city portion of the cost of a study 
that was used by the cities of 
Romulus, Inkster, Dearborn 
Heights and others to pay a spe- 
cialized team of lawyers to con- 
duct a study about the environ- 
mental impact an expansion 
would have on the municipalities. 

Council members however, 
questioned the amount of the pay- 
ment and the methodology used 








to determine that amount. 

Councilman Courtney Owens 
said he was concerned some of 
the invoices incurred by the cities 
pre-dated Inkster’s involvement 
in the fight against the master 
plan. 

At the same meeting, Mayor 
Hilliard Hampton suggested that 
the council invite Keyes to an 
Inkster meeting to discuss the 
amount in question. 

The airport master plan would 
have resulted in a loss of land for 
Romulus because the plan includ- 
ed a fifth parallel runway along 
Eureka Road. 

Romulus officials were con- 
cerned about the land, but other 
cities — like Inkster — were mainly 
concerned about louder, and 
more frequent, aircraft noise. 

Hampton took part in several 
planning sessions during the air- 


port fight. 


Repairs, security needed at local schools

Romulus Community Schools 
Superintendent Carl Weiss said he 
believes city leaders now under- 
stand a tax proposal put onto the 
November ballot by the schools after 
short public meeting Monday night. 

“I do believe we were able to 
make our case, and the city officials 
responded well to us,” he said. 
“There were about five or six indi- 
viduals that were at the meetings 
who had questions, and we were 
able to answer them.” 

School requests 

The schools are asking for three 
proposals that, if approved, will not 
cost voters any more than they are 
currently paying. 

The first proposal is a non-home- 
stead renewal is levied on business- 
es, rental property, apartments and 
other non-residential properties, 
and is not paid by homeowners, The 
proposal voters will be asked to 
approve will restore the non-home- 
stead tax from 17.5 to 18 mills. This 
will generate about $350,000 of rev- 
enue for the schools. 

snOuet voters are not responsi- 


ble for paying the funds, they are 
asked to approve it periodically to 
prevent inflationary reductions that 
decrease the tax. The tax will not 
increase the amount of taxes to 
Romulus residents. 

The second is a homestead 
renewal, which is paid for by home- 
owners. The district is seeking to 
maintain the current homestead 
property tax levy at 8.99 mills. This 
tax provides necessary operating 
capital of about $3.1 million for the 
school district. 

Also, the district is asking for a 
sinking fund, which is a new tax that 
establishes a fund for capital outlay 
items such as roofing, heating and 
cooling equipment, parking lots and 
sidewalks, technology and security 
infrastructure. The 0.75-mills would 
be in effect for 10 years, and would 
generate about $1 million in funds. 

Though the district does not 
presently have a sinking fund, finan- 
cial staffers have found a way to 
introduce one without raising taxes 
on residents. Currently, the district 
has been able to reduce the levy it 
pays for a 30-year-old bond issue 
from 7 to 6.25 mills. 

In Michigan, a sinking fund can 


only be used for physical improve- 
ments to structures. 
Sinking buildings? 

Romulus Schools operates eight 
facilities, the newest of which is 
Romulus Elementary School, and 
the oldest is Community High 
Sehool, which is commonly referred 
to as the Mount Pleasant Building. 

Though all of the buildings look 
viable from the outside — and most 
are in good condition — there are 
some issues that need to be dealt 
with sooner rather than later, Weiss 
sald. 

“Of those buildings, all but one 
will need a new roof,’ said Weiss. “A 
roof on an elementary school build- 
ing can cost anywhere from $600,000 
to $700,000. It’s very expensive, but is 
necessary for the safety and welfare 
of students and staff.” 

Last year, the roof Halecreek 
School did cave in. 

“Last winter when we had all of 
that snow, it really created a bad situ- 
ation for us,” he said. “It was an 
absolute disaster for one day — but 
we were able to have classes, and 
the roofers were able to go up there

Two bills under debate in 
Lansing could bring jobs to the 
area, which has Romulus officials 
interested in the potential impact 
of the legislation. 

Senate Bills 213 and 1048 and 
House Bill 5524 would provide 
energy legislation that backers 
Said would will stimulate econom- 
ic growth and the creation of 
“green jobs” while saving ratepay- 
ers $4.3 billion in future energy 
costs. 

“This package of bills repre- 
sents a critical step in the direction 
of reducing carbon emissions and 
developing cleaner energy solu- 
tions for Michigan,” said Sen. Ray 
Basham (D-Taylor). “Setting stan- 
dards for renewable energy pro- 
duction will help drive investment 
in wind, solar, and other alterna- 
tive energy sources to create jobs 
while reducing the state’s contri- 
bution to global climate change.” 

Green jobs — or any jobs, for that 
matter — appeal to the leadership 
in Romulus, whose attempts at 
bringing in more jobs have so far 
been thwarted. 

“It's a very tough time out there 
right now,” he said. “But we would 
welcome alternative energy — and 
we have quite a few places to put 
these facilities.” 

Bill details 

The package of bills, if 
approved by the Legislature, 
would create a 10 percent 
“Renewable Portfolio Standard” 
that would encourage investment 
in Michigan’s renewable energy 
sector, and create new manufac- 
turing jobs in the wind and solar 
industries. 

The bills would also save 
ratepayers $4.3 billion in avoided 
costs during the next 20 years by 
not paying for unnecessary new 
baseload plants; diversify the 
Michigan economy; create new 
energy efficiency standards; 
include a “net metering” law that 
will allow consumers to sell 
renewable energy that they pro- 
duce back to utility companies; 
provide an income tax credit for 
ratepayers to offset a portion of 
their investments in renewable 
energy for Michigan; and ensure 
that money will not be spent on 
renewable energy technology 
unless it is less expensive than 
new coal plants. 

For communities like Romulus, 
which has seen chances for a har- 
ness racing track and a casino — 
and the potential for 3,000 jobs — 
seriously curtailed, baseload 
plants sound like an idea that may 
work for the largely industrial city, 
said Tim Keyes, city economic 
development director. 

“We are currently looking at a 
company that is involved in wind 
technology, but they are looking at 
several communities and states,” 
he said. 

That company, which Keyes 
said he could not name, is working 
with the Michigan Economic 
Development Corp. to potentially 
find a host community. 

Some specific areas that would 
be ideal for such facilities would 
be the industrial areas located

The Belleville area will be a 
‘frightfully’ good time this month. 

The Van Buren Township Parks 
and Recreation Department, along 
with the American & Korean Tae 
Kwon Do schools will host their 22nd 
annual Haunted Forest. It takes a lot 
of creativity, brainstorming and mus- 
cle work to put together the event, 
according to Jennifer Wright, deputy 
director of parks and recreation for 
the township. 

“Tt takes about a month or so to 
coordinate, build and put together,” 
she said. “Without giving anything 
away, people can experience the 
tractor ride through the maze and a 


walk through the forest.” 


Seare tactics and ideas come 
from the parks crew, the Tae Kwon 
Do who makes the sets and the vol- 
unteers, officials said. 

“The biggest component is the 


volunteers,” said Anthony Mulkey, 
parks manager for the township. “We 
rely on the community for help, 
because it’s not too scary when you 
just walk by a non-moving prop, you 
need the people, so we try to change 
it up every year and we do our best 
to make it scary. We try to provide 
the unexpected and by the reactions 
last year, I think we were very suc- 
cessful.” 

About 120 people usually go 
through the haunted forest per night, 
Mulkey said, some even multiple 
times. 

“Tt’s that element of surprise and 
the props,” he said. “We take our 
time doing it, there’s misdirection 
and you set the mood to keep people 
on edge.” 

“Plus, the park itself is dark and 
sets the mood with anticipation,” 
said Wright 

Another ghastly option is 
Haunted Hill Acres, located on 
Carleton Road in Belleville. 


For almost seven years now, this 
Halloween haven has offered a 
‘Haunted House of Monsters’ with 
wax figures and monsters in cages; a 
pyramid maze with live monsters, 
courtyard entertainment and the 
main event: a half hour long haunted 
hayride, which features a 50 foot 
pirate ship. 

“We’re considered more of an 
entertainment place, we don’t go for 
the big scare. We do have a scary 
maze, but we’re more family orient- 
ed,” said owner Bill Abraham. 

Abraham and his brother, Lou, 
started Haunted Hills Acres for their 
friends and family, but it eventually 
grew around the neighborhood into 
a business. 

“We figured we did it anyway, so 
why not,’ said Abraham. “T enjoy it, 
the kids enjoy it and it’s grown, too. 

‘“We’re more of a mom and oR 
place,” he added. 

The Abrahams did add a few new 
scares this year, as well, hoping that 


they'll continue to draw a crowd of 
more than 1,000 visitors. 

‘We prepare all year for this, but 
the month of September is really the 
busiest,’ said Abraham. “People 
come to have a good time and will 
come back to check it out, too.” 

Ticket prices at the Haunted Hills 
include: $8 for the haunted hayride, 
$6 for the pyramid maze and # for 
the house of monsters. It is open on 
Friday, Saturday and Sundays from 
now until Oct. 31. The ticket office 
opens at 7 p.m. and parking is free. 

The haunted forest is located at 
the south I-94 Service Drive, east of 
Rawsonville Road at Van Buren 
Park. It will take place from 8-11 p.m. 
on Oct. 24, 25, 31 and Nov. 1. Tickets 
are $8, $7 with a valid school identifi- 
cation and, group rates are available.

and patch it.” 

It’s scenario that did not shut 
down a building, but that is conceiy- 
able, Weiss said. 

Other improvements that are 
needed include parking lot resurfac- 
ing, which Weiss said doesn’t directly 
touch students, but is a cause for 
concern. 

“If there are cracks, it creates a 
situation where a student or a staff 
member could trip and break a leg,” 
he said. “We don’t want that to hap- 
pen.” 

Also, weeds tend to grow through 
cracks, which in and of itself isn’t a 
huge concern, but could create false 
perceptions of the schools. 

“People talk about their main- 
taining their property values, and we 
don’t want to be a school district that 
has cracked pavement,” he said. “We 
want people to think positively of the 


gy sector, Basham said. 

Michigan has been identified by 
the United States Department of 
Energy as one of the top eight 
states in the nation for potential 
wind production.

Sinking fund dollars would also 
pay for upgrades to security systems, 
which have become commonplace 
in the schools. 

“We have great security systems, 
but there are some aspects that we 
can improve,” Weiss said. ‘““We would 
like keyless entry, so the secretary 
can look at a monitor inside and see 
who is at the door. 

“T wish we didn’t have to worry 
about this kind of thing at schools, 
but eventually, (high quality security) 
is going to be expected,’ he added. 

The district has used general 
fund money to make repairs, but the 
sinking fund would give the district 
greater ability to make changes as 
they are needed, and before they 
become too cumbersome, Weiss said. 

“Every dollar that we use from 
the general fund for a building 
repair is one we can’t use in the 
classroom, and we don’t want to do 
that.”

The firm was appointed Monday 
night to replace former city attor- 
ney Tim Cronin by a #1 vote of the 
Belleville City Council members.

Belleville officials are taking a 
new approach to the Main Street 
project. 

City officials approved a resolu- 
tion requesting the Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA) 
reconsider participation in the 
Main Street replacement and 
improvements. The resolution 
states that the city would like to 
move forward with all parts of the 
project, but doesn’t have adequate 
resources to fund the project, 
therefore, officials want the devel- 
opment authority to incorporate it 
into the development plan.

Inkster City Clerk Velida 
Gutierrez-Smith said that about 50 
people a day are coming into the 
Inkster Clerk’s Office at city hall to 
apply for absentee ballots. 


The news of an Inkster office 
came on the heels of an announce- 
ment that Sen.

They can't 
have it 
both ways 


The main points of contention 
between the Wayne-Westland 
Education Association (WWEA) 
and the school district are benefits 
and class sizes. 

Members of the teacher’s union 
want to maintain their existing 
benefit package and they want a 
reduction in class sizes. 

Our advice? Pick one. They’re 
not going to get both. 

Even with the reduction in 
health care benefits proposed by 
the district, teachers will still have 
a generous plan—compared to 
most of the rest of us. It’s good 
enough for the administration and 
school principals, which already 
receive the package. 

The change would save the dis- 
trict more than $1 million over the 
course of two years, which is 
money that can be put back where 
it belongs—in the classroom, 
where it will benefit those who 
need it most: the children. 

These choices are going to prop 
up more and more often in school 
districts across the state. They’re 
the same types of choices that most 
private companies are making in 
this difficult economy. Looking for 
ways to remain cost-competitive, 
they are forced to reduce costs 
wherever they can. And, in the cur- 
rent market, that means that 
employees everywhere are con- 
tributing more to their health care 
benefits—or going without all 
together. 

It’s not the way anyone would 
like it to go, but it’s an economic 
reality. 

Pushing for reduced class sizes 
is a laudable goal, too.

To the editor: 

In regards to your column 
(“County park plan just doesn’t add 
up’), I agree with your contention 
that the parks millage has been a 
type of political tool since county vot- 
ers first approved it in 1996. That’s 
why I have made reforming the 
parks millage a number one priority 
since taking office as Wayne County 
Commissioner on Jan. 1, 2007. 

On Sept. 25, my reform promise 
became a reality when a budget 
amendment I crafted was adopted 
by the Wayne County Commission. 
Under this amendment, 25 percent 
of parks millage revenue raised in a 
community will be returned to that 
community to spend on local parks 
and recreation activities. 

The Wayne County Executive ini- 
tially vetoed this amendment, but 
quickly withdrew his veto when 
Canton Township Supervisor Tom 
Yack and other Western Wayne elect- 
ed leaders voiced their strong sup- 
port for our new funding formula. 

The parks millage was initially 
levied as a measure to provide a 
dedicated source of funding for the 
Wayne County Parks System, which 
were in great need of repair and 
investment, as you indicated. The 
money has restored the grandeur of 
Hines Park, Elizabeth Park in 
Trenton and other county assets that 
are enjoyed by residents of every 
Wayne County community. 

Under our new funding formula, 
the parks millage will also con- 
tribute to local recreational efforts in 
a fairer and more equitable manner.

Former union president 
disappointed by strike 


To the editor; 
My name is Steve Becher. I am 
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currently the treasurer of the 
Wayne-Westland Community 
Schools Board of Education. 

A few years ago I retired after 
teaching in the Wayne-Westland 
Community School District for 29 
years I taught at both Madison 
Elementary School and Marshall 
Middle School. My wife also taught 
in the district for 33 years. Both my 
children graduated from Wayne- 
Westland schools, and they are now 
well-educated, successful adults 
with children of their own. 

I am extremely proud of this dis- 
trict and proud to have served as a 
teacher in this district. In fact, I was 
elected to the office of president of 
the WWEA, our teachers’ union, 
and held that position for three 
years. While WWEA president, I 
sat at the negotiating table repre- 
senting the teachers’ union and 
successfully negotiated a contract. 
So Iam very familiar with the nego- 
tiation process — proposals are 
given and then counter-proposals 
are given, and so on until an agree- 
ment is reached. I am also extreme- 
ly familiar with the current WWEA 
contract as well as the negotiation 
process that has occurred over the 
past several weeks. 

I am extremely disheartened 
with the path the WWEA’ss bargain- 
ing team has chosen to take in 
negotiating a contract for their 
teachers. I believe Wayne-Westland 
teachers continue to be highly 
regarded and respected profession- 
als that care about our students. I 
also believe that Wayne-Westland 
teachers have not been given accu- 
rate, timely information about the 
proposals that have been on the 
table and are currently on the 
table. 

I have met with the entire Board 
of Education many times to give the 
board’s team direction regarding 
negotiations. I have carefully 
reviewed the last proposal to the 
WWEA from the Board of 


Education. Both President Martha 
Pitsenbarger and Vice-President 
Skip Monit have observed the nego- 
tiation process and have sat in at 
the negotiation table. I believe the 
board’s proposal given on Sept. 30, 
2008 is an extremely fair and equi- 
table proposal that addresses the 
concerns of the teachers I have 
talked to. 

As a board member I have had 
to take many things into account as 
I carry out my responsibilities. I am 
elected to serve the parents of the 
community and to do what is best 
for the children, and, yes, to bal- 
ance the school’s budget. At the 
same time I want to provide all bar- 
gaining groups within the district 
with fair and equitable contracts. I 
know my fellow board members 
feel the same way. 

I am asking teachers and com- 
munity members to do two things: 

Go to the district website — 
wwcesd.net — and read for yourself a 
copy of the last board proposal 
given to the WWEA leadership on 
Sept. 30, 2008. The proposal on the 
website is exact, verbatim language 
— word for word — as it was handed 
to the WWEA at the negotiating 
table. 

Encourage the WWEA leader- 
ship to stay at the table to continue 
to bargain in good faith until these 
issues are resolved. We cannot put 
the children of this district in the 
middle. We all have the responsibil- 
ity and moral obligation to teach 
our children what is right and what 
is wrong. What is right, is for adults 
to settle their differences through 
agreed upon legal means. 

We are all concerned in our 
country and in our state about our 
economic future. Each time I turn 
on the news I am shocked by the 
latest economic problems. Now is 
not the time for divisiveness. We 
need to pull together as a school 
district and protect the jobs that we 
have. More importantly, we need to 
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prepare our students for the 
volatile, ever changing global econ- 
omy. 

It is important to remember the 
board’s proposals gives raises to 
ALL Wayne-Westland teachers. NO 
ONE will lose health insurance. 
Three of the board’s proposals on 
insurance have the teachers paying 
NOTHING for health insurance. 
Class size is lowered in the second 
and third years of the proposal. 

In this school year, cuts in State 
Aid and loss of approximately 400 
students will cost the district 
approximately $1.6 million. The 
cost of fuel to bus our students 
approximately 1,000,000 miles per 
year has increased the last couple 
of years from $300,000 per year to 
$554,000 last year. 

For the past 8 years, the district 
has won national awards for 
accounting and financial reporting. 
We were one of three districts out 
of 534 in the state to win these pres- 
tigious awards. We will receive our 
ninth award at the October school 
board meeting. No one is hiding or 
mismanaging money in the Wayne- 
Westland district. As Michigan’s 
and the nation’s economy continues 
to slip closer and closer towards 
recession and families are losing 
their homes, their health insurance 
and their pensions, what we can 
afford to offer the teachers is fair 
and equitable. Please remember to 
visit the district’s web-site for the 
entire proposal. 

I am proud to be a member of 
the Board of Education. I am equal- 
ly proud to be a former teacher and 
former president of the teachers’ 
union — the WWEA. But most 
importantly, Iam proud to be a resi- 
dent and parent in the Wayne- 
Westland Community School 
District, a district that always has 
and must continue to put our chil- 
dren FIRST.

District leads the way in battling school drop-out rate

The Van Buren Public School District is 
taking concerns about school dropout rates 
to Lansing. 

Next week, Brooke Ballee, curriculum 
director for the schools, along with officials 
at Eastern Michigan University, the 
Plymouth-Canton Public Schools and the 
Indiana Urban Schools, will testify before 
the State Board of Education about the cor- 
relation of graduation rates and the Project 
Lead the Way program. As an expert witness, 
Ballee will speak about the implementation 
and the success of Project Lead the Way, 
what the school district is using and how. 

“T’ve been visiting the labs and it’s great to 
see the kids being able to do what they 
should be doing: using the knowledge 
they’re learning, while they’re learning it,” 
said Ballee. “It’s (Project Lead the Way) a big 
reason to keep kids in schools, preventing 
dropouts and giving them multiple pathways 
and, the dropout rate for these students is 
lower, also, the achievement scores in math 
and science are higher.” 

Project Lead the Way is a hands-on, proj- 
ect-based curriculum for science and tech- 
nology education. The curriculum and deliv- 
ery approach teaches traditional science 
and math subjects in a highly effective way 
that meets the requirements of Science, 
Technology, Engineering and Math (STEM) 
education, while stimulating the relevant 
career interested in these fields, critical for 
today’s global economy, according to offi- 
cials. 

North and South middle schools, along 
with Belleville High School implemented 
the program this school year. 

“We saw a big positive this year,” said 
Paul Henning, spokesperson for the district. 
“We've already seen changes in kids. They’re 
excited about classes and from a parental 
point of view, when you walk into one of 
these classrooms; they’re excited, talkative 
and working. 

“You can see the different energy and 
interest factor,’ he added. ‘They get instruc- 
tion in lecture and immediately use the 


information hands-on so this really fits well 
with the curriculum at the high school and 
with the state.” 

The Project Lead the Way curriculum 
offers five courses to middle school students 
and eight to high school students with the 
aim of preparing them for college courses 
and future careers. 

At the middle schools, the curriculum 
‘Gateway to Technology’ provides five units 
of study: design and modeling, the magic of 
electrons, the science of technology, automa- 
tion and robotics and flight and space. 
They’re designed to captivate the middle 
schools students interest, while at the same 
time addressing national standards in math, 
science and technology. Gateway to 
Technology also reaches out to students of 
many experiences, focusing its goals to 
increase the interest and awareness of 
female and minority students in technology- 
related careers, officials said. 

At the high school, Project Lead the Way 
is compromised of a four-year sequence of 
courses, combined with college preparatory 
classes and, introducing students to the rigor, 
scope and excitement of engineering and 
technology, according to officials. 

Its ‘user-friendly’ approach also builds a 
‘can-do’ attitude, which encourages students 
who may have been wary of science and 
math subjects, officials said. Class offerings 
are: introduction to engineering design, digi- 
tal electronics, principals of engineering, 
computer integrated manufacturing, civil 
engineering and architecture, bio technical 
engineering, aerospace engineering and the 
capstone course engineering design and 
development. 

“It’s the hands on component that gives 
them that,” said Ballee. “Specifically, at the 
high school, like the CAD program; it’s some- 
thing they can use and they find out they can 
use it when they’re older.”’ 

All curriculum is aligned with the State of 
Michigan benchmarks and standards and, 
meets about 75-80 percent of the Michigan 
benchmarks in all content areas, according 
to officials. 

Teachers of the Van Buren Public School
